Student Activities, was .very much 
pleased at the institution,’ of the sub- 
scription campaign,, to wipe out the 
athletic deficit' in pursuance to Prejrf- 
dfent Stockton’s suggestioii and . has 
already given a dollar td\the cause. 

“The subscription campaign is the 
right way to go about clearing up this 
deficit, ” said Profeseor Croissant. We 
hate to s 0 e such a small xlcflcit Rang- 
ing on and cadging so much trouble 
when only ten or twenty-five cents 
from (he majority of the students will 
do away with it. If the deficit is done 
away with, the Faculty Committee 
will be relieved of half its Corre- 
spondence, which v not only takes up 
time, but is very annoying. 

“It seems that the students should 
be willing to contribute sOhiething. 
and A beiieve that if the • campaign 
is thorough it should go ^through in 
short order, The only difficulty is that 
they afl wa.it until someone Tomes -to 
them and asks s for ^lmnyey. instead of 
maVing a Teal voluntary contribution.
